Gang, 
There was a major, X3 flare this morning that is disrupting HF 
communications NOW ... and the shockwave will arrive probably late 


wednesday to trigger MAJOR to SEVERE geomagnetic storming. 


The flare came from a region fairly central to the sun, meaning planet 
earth is taking a fairly direct hit. We are receiving plenty of 
ionizing radiation right now, including 100MEV protons. This means 
our D-layer is being extra ionized for high absorption below about 
15MHz in the middle latitudes (U.S.) and far worse in the northern 
latitudes (VE/KL7). The enertic protons are causing a large Polar 

Cap Absorption Event for our friends in Canada and other higher 
latitudes. This will persist 2-3 days. 


In the U.S., 20M and below is being effected by high absorption, and 
less so above 20M. This flare has caused the solar flux to jump to 
260 ... VERY HIGH ... so keep an ear on 10M this afternoon and the 
next 2 days. These ionizing effects will suddenly subside around 
local sundown, leaving 40M in pretty good shape tonite. 


However, come wednesday or perhaps early thursday, the shockwave from 
this flare will arrive triggering geomagnetic storming. NOAA is 
already predicting an A-index in the 50's (major storm) on wednesday. 
If the shockwave arrives late evening (9pm-midnite local), it could 
trigger auroral displays in the northern U.S., and certainly in 
Canada. 


For QRPers ... now is a good time to get on the air on 15M-10M while 
things are highly ionized and before the shockwave hits wednesday. 

If you have the means, today and tomorrow during daylight hours should 
be great on the higher bands. 


The effects of the lower frequencies due to today's flare (poor 


signal strengths) will end today. Although, the Polar Cap Absorption 
Event will persist for 2-3 days "up north" on all HF bands. 


The region that produced this X3 flare is capable of producing more 
major flares over the next few days.

Adjustable bandwidth (300, 200, 
100 Hz) xand*x adjustable center frequency (400-to-800 Hz) by the twist of a 
knob makes it a real useful accessory with the QRP gear. Further, its 
"binaural stereo" feature had me turning my head to see which direction the 
CW signals were coming from. If you haven't experienced this feature before 
(like on the Binaural Receiver from QST for March 1999), it's indeed a 
spectacle to hear!
